I actad on inatruction of not any organisation but of tha One la Saa 9 
and I trustad him at you did trust at. and hara it tha ait taka, ba cause 
I should hava had atkad before tha trip for an advance money, and la 
turn if you did asked for advance froa at w« vouM discover earlier what I 
lias behind tha utter, and tha trip would be cancelled with incurring 
of minor expenses. 

After having presented your bills, I got telephone call that the pro- 
ject was cancelled. I almost dismayed, but It was too lata to advise you 
to cancelle the trip, because you hava already bean on tha way to Europe, 
but this was not the end, I vent further, or August 3rd, 1 travelled to 
Washington with the purpose to gat money I was assured for reimbursement 
of plane fare - and there happened a terrible thing - a responsible n 
for this matter man lost his Job, hovever, it vat of no help, 1 did not 
get the money* 

My role was only to go between, and I did not dare to question 
about money before and I never dared not to believe, and now , I really 
do not know what to do? 

This is the fcta truth, and I can prove it, if you wish and give 
more details orally but not in written* 

At the present still I aa trying to setlle this matter as favourable 
as possible, but really I can not assure anything speciffic* 

The lecture at the American Committee I am pushing forward, and 
hope you will hear about it very soon, in order that you may get a couple 
of hundreds for your time* 

Regarding the Saturday's lecture I would like to contribute to eover 
the expenses and time lost from my own pocket if I aa sure you will not 
refuse to accept* 

My heart is really broken, because I had a faith in people to whom 
I will never trust any more*
